Hot Weather Aids , 
The Growth Of 
Milk Dangers 


Mothers should be careful about 4*'c 
kind of milk fed to children during 
the hot months.

During cool weather bacteria do not 
multiply, near so fast as when the 
weather is warm, even if milk is not 
handled as clean as it should be, but 
when the weather is warm the mill; 
gets warm the organisms that cause 
diarrhea, dysentery and other bowel 
troubles begins to incubate or multi­ 
ply. 
During hot weather the resistance 
of children to dieeases of this kind is 
lowered and the kind of milk taken 
influences both the amount of illness 
and the mortality (death rate.) 
Out 
of 42 children that were watched by 
the health department shows the fol­ 
lowing results. Fed on pure milk con- 
Jaining 20,000 bacteria, or less, show­ 
ed gains of 3 ounces per week, 8 
light cases diarghae no deatrs. 
Milk 
from dairy that would rate B grade, 
bacteria 400,000 or more, gained 1-4 
pouhd per week, 4 mild cases diarrhae 
IS severe cases diarrhae and E deaths.
